It has a plain 
aluminum front panel and may have an extra toggle switch added. =

Rackmount Homebrew 60W Modulator. Nicely built 60W modulator using a =

of metal 6L6's in the output. Very well done in every respect. On board

supply. This is a conventional = 
chassis-with-attached-rackmount-front-panel=20 

design. Untested. As-is. E-mail me to request a JPG of this modulator. =

3-Chassis 60W Homebrew Modulator: This looks like a normal modulator = 
design 

but why did the builder choose to put it on 3 small chassis all = 
haywired 

together? The output transformer is a Stancor A-3851 attached to 2 = 
glass=20 

6L6's. The modulator output is on one small chassis, the HV supply is 
on 

another and input/more power supply on still a third. All 3 connected 
by a 

sloppy "wiring harness." Untested. As-is. $45 


National NC-100X receiver. This was the first of the National = 
sliding-coil 

receivers. It is a 1938-vintage general coverage receiver with National = 
PW 

dial, tuning eye and the famous sliding coil assembly for band = 
changing. 

With Crystal filter and matching speaker. This is the radio with the = 
famous 

red and black art deco front panel. This set has been partially = 
recapped and 

was working but not=20 

very well the last time I used it. Manual photocopy included plus a = 
bunch of 


other material I have gathered over the years on this radio. = 
Unmodified .=20 
Complete. Very good or excellent looking. $400 firm 


Nye paddles, modern design. working well. $50 


Heathkit QM-1 Q-Meter. Direct-reading workbench Q-meter covers 1 microH = 
to 
10 milliH. Looks great. Untested. As-is. With original manual. $40 


B&W Baluns Model 700 and 701. These are baluns in steel boxes that = 
convert 

75 ohm unbalanced to 50 ohm balanced on 10 meters (#700) and 15 meters 
(4701). Rated at 1KW. $30/both. One is brand new in original box. With 
original documentation. 


Jefferson Travis JT-350A Transmitter/Receiver. This is a relatively = 
rare 

WWII-era Army AAF transmitter/receiver setup used at temporary = 
airfields. It 

was never assigned an SCR- or BC- designation because it was not a = 
Signal 


Corps product. These were acquired by the AAF prior to the AAF falling 
under 

the jurisdiction of the Signal Corps. This one is in nice cosmetic 
condition. It had been modified with an SO-239 in place of the original 
ceramic antenna post but I put the original ceramic post back in place. 
These use a pair of 807's in the finals modulated by 807s. The other = 
tubes 

are all loktals. This one comes with the shockmount, 350PS AC power = 
supply 

and all cables. The power supply has the transit case (which is a = 
wooden 

crate). This thing is huge and will be costly to ship. Untested. As-is. 
$395 


Military (Navy) CU-1423/U VHF Antenna Coupler made by Applied Research 
Inc. 

as their model number HFMS-6(PT)-330-6. This is a 1964-vintage VHF = 
antenna 

coupler that takes 1 RF input to 6 or 8 RF outputs. It is a 5.5" = 
rackmount 

unit. Inputs and outputs are BNC connectors. It uses one 7768 tube and 
7 

5842 tubes. The antenna connectors can be brought out to the front or = 
to the 

back. I worked on this a bit and replaced the butchered military power 
connector with 3-wire grounded line cord. It has an isolation = 
transformer 

setup in it called the "PS-1 voltage regulator." This unit was bad and 
I 

left it in the box, but it is disconnected. The 3 paper Electrolytics = 
in the 

power supply PS-2 were bad and I replaced these. I had intended to use 
this 

with the CEI units above but it has too much gain and overloaded the = 
CEI 

receiver front ends. $40 


Howard 450 receiver with matching speaker. Missing bottom cover, paint 
in 

rough shape but very restorable. Some knobs not original. The matching 
speaker is pretty scarce. Untested. $150 


Hammarlund Super Pro 400 with power supply. No cabinet. Front panel = 
paint in 

terrible condition. Power supply paint is peeling off. Chassis is 
unbelievably dirty--possibly the dirtiest radio I have ever seen. But = 
it's 

all there and restorable or for parts. With Rider info. $75 


1930's Homebrew CW TX. This was built from a March, 1937 QST article by 


George Grammar. It is a 19" rackmount requiring 10.5" of rack space. It 
has=20 

a steel chassis and I think the panel is steel too. I have a copy of = 
the 

construction article. This was designed to use an 804 tube in the final = 
but 

this one had an 803 in the final when I found it. Uses plug in coils = 
but 

these are mostly missing. It is not built exactly according to the = 
article 

but it looks to be pretty close. No power supply. As-is. Needs work. 
From 

the estate of 8AIG. $65 =20 


Homebrew HF transmitter using a single 813 in the final. This is a = 
huge, 

rackmount transmitter with power supply. The transmitter uses about 20" = 
of 

rack space and the power supply is about the same. This is a = 
bandswitching 

rig with no plug-in coils. Very dirty and with much surface rust on = 
many 

components, especially in the power supply area. I know nothing about = 
this 

unit. The power supply must weigh 70 or 80 pounds. Untested. As-is. = 
$100 


Heathkit Apache AM transmitter. Looks good but has unoriginal mic = 
connector=20 

and the hole in the front panel has been enlarged to accommodate this=20 
connector. The dial drum strap to connect to the bandswitch is broken.=20 
Otherwise untested and unknown. But complete and no rust. Front panel 
looks 

very nice. The cabinet is a bit scratched up. With dow key relay and=20 
original manual. As-is. $125. prefer pickup in Pittsburgh PA but I will = 
ship 

it at your expense
